Mr. Bonar Law said in ordor to obeck extravagance in the 

{fighting services they were considering proposala to introduce in 
cach department experienced outsiders to supervise expenditure and 
prevent waste, . 

Dealing with the financial position"he strock the same asrious 
note of warning slresdy eounded by Mr. Asquith and Mr. Montagu. 
The position waa extremely dangerous, becouse aa long as they wero 
able to borrow freely there wag a fictitious prosperity throughout 
the coantry which was fonoded on a false basia. The high scale of 
wages was one of the mostaerious dieadvantagas. The necessaries 
of war wore costing three or four times more than the normal prices, 
and it was imponsible to let that go onindoflaitely. The re; resent- 
atives of labour aa well as those of commerce must sot their faces 
ageinst any incressed pay in connection with war requirements, 
“as a Government wo mast keep down the expenditure,” said Mr. 
Bonar Law,“ and oa individaals we must reoogaisd that the time 
might be coming when we shall require sacrifices from every portion 
of the commanity.”

BILL PASSES ITS SECOND RBADING. 


November 10, 1.20 a.m. 

Tn the Honas of Commons the Indian Civil Service Bill passed 
ite eecond reading without s division, , . 

Mr, Austen Chamberlain, in moving the second reading, fally 
orplained the origin and objects of the Bill, aud the mounes in 
wbich its provisioas would be applied aa already detailed in the 
Houee of Lorde, Referring to Indians he hoped that the particalars 
given regarding the measurea to protect their intereste would con- 
vince the House and the Indians that we were determined they should 
have full justice and in no wiee prejudiced. Regarding candidates 
of Earopesa birth it is proposed outside of those who may atill 
obtain places ander restricted competition, no sppointmente will be 
made. It is believed it will not be necessary to make any selections 
in the manner provided by the Bill till after the war ia over, Is 
was certainly not necessary at present. Oonsequently, it was 
clearly in the general intereate that neither the Seleation Oom uittes 
nor the exact rules undar which seleotiona will be made nesd be 
framed till we know what the daration of the war will be and the 
circumstances with which wa have to deal. 

“IE 1 am responsible, and I think I csn say the same of 
any auccossor, it will be my desire,” added Mr. Ohamberlein, “ to 
get the strongest committee wa can, not mere India office com- 
mittee but a committes representing a knowledge of India and a 
knowledge of the conditions and qualitications necessary for the 
Indian Civil fervice. It should contain representatives of the 
Universities and great achools, representatives Of tho edncatioval 
system from all parts of the United Kingdom. Avalready intimated 
the selection will be confined to candidates who have served: with 
the forces, I imagine #hen they interview the candidates, the 
committee will have before tham both condidatea with school and 
college records and military records, and I have-no.doubt but. that 
in that way they will be sable to make a selection which will 
meintain the high traditions of the Service,” ou. . 

Sir John Jardine urged the importance of maintaining the high 
qualities required and the high educational standard, : 

Bir Philip Mognus did not oppose the Bill, bat’contended that 
tho reasons for suspending examinations were inadequate, 

Sir J. D, Rees thought to the contrary, and wiabed the breach 
of the examination system was going to be larger end longer. 

Mr. Chamberlaia expressed his gratificstion at the reception 
accorded the Bill by both sides of-the House, and agreed that the 
committee of selection ought not to be too large, but he. undertook 
to askeit s commanding respect in the educational world. Regard- 
ing the point raised by Col.'O. E. Yates he said he was not aware 
that Indien osndidates were being precluded by. competing ander 

resent Cireumstances. If they were, their oase must be considered,

GERMANY AND THE NEUTRALS AGAIN. 


———»— 

Ono of tho wires that arrived in the Colony yeaterday announced 
that German exports are atill being shipping to America in nentral 
vesaele, that the largest bayers of gold in Ohina are the direotora of 
the Deutsch Asiatische Bank who ship large quantities of it to 
America by eve:y mail, and that the Germans out here bave sbund- 
ant monoy for their propsagands among the Ohiness, The naturel 
conclusion is that, until some powerful counteratroke can be employ- 
ed, the Germana in Europe will continue to obtsin money wherewith 
to carry on the war, and that the Germans in Obing will continas 
to corrapt the natives and to spread lies ankle-deep throughout the 
Esst. Tho neutral ship problem has been, from the beginning, one 
totax tho wits of the Imperial Government to the very extreme, 
Tt ia easy to asy what aught to ba done, but not co easy to. parform 
it, The people at Home must have koowa for a long while that 
German exports and imports are being carried in so-called neutral 
veosels, even as the people in Hongkong have known that goods sre 
shipped from their own port to nostive buyers in various. parts of 
China for ultimate consignment to Germans. 


, Of course it ia possible to put an end to nine-tenths of 
Ping o and from Germany—haut only by the exerciga of more firm- 
ness than the Home Government has yet been disposed to show. The 
blockade might have been. tightened long ago had the naval authori 
ties not been. ovar-raled by civilian’ politicians who are mortally 
afraid of being chsrged by the Ameriéans with over 
domineering, If the matter were left entirely to. tho Navy, 
the exports from Germany to America, and the passing of gold 
from America to Germany, could be stopped inside of a month, 
Tho.kesping of money out of Germany ia the first and most import- 
ant item and by the side of it the German position in China may 
seom but a emall matter. The Times suggests thut the Chartered 
and Hongkong and Shanghai Banke might, by combination, supplant 
the German Bsnk in point of influenos, At least they can try. It 
is but comparatively recently that it- seoma to havo downed 
on the British:publio that there ia  defidite connection between a

No Control. 

Tt has to be cubmitted that tho 
Government bas made several 
attemptsto solve the track pro- 
blem, but we contend that as yet 
they hava only touched the 
fringe of the question.

coslies in charge always. sone 
twenty or thirty yards ahead of 
the actual vehicle, there - is 
absolately no chance of anddenly 
pulling up the trook-in oase of 
emergency. The more ona looks 
into the matter the more evident 
does it become that the whole 
questionrequirss immediate at- 
tention, ind we look tothe Govern- 
ment, after’ yesterday's ‘grim 
reminder of the danger to the 
public, to at ono3 grapple with
